saves Belle Glade man’s life 


_ On Nov. 15 an emergency call 
came into the Belle Glade Fire 
Rescue (BGFR) about an individ- 
ual reportedly unconscious. Lt. 
Doug Manger, accompanied by 
Fire Rescuers Hugo Matos and 
Robert Korig, arrived at the scene 
to find a man slumped over on a 
chair, turning blue. “Theré was no 


pulse, no time to be nervous,” 


recalls Mr. Matos. “We just used 
our instincts, placed him on the 
floor, worked him up and adminis- 
tered the AED.” The AED deliv- 


ered two shocks to.the heart and" 


they began CPR. The Advanced 
Life Support Ambulance arrived 
while CPR was in progress. A pulse 
and blood pressure Were estab- 
lished and the patient was trans- 
ported with cardiac protocol. 

The “Automated External 
Defibrilator, better known as én 
AED, has been administered 
approximately 12 times this year 
by the (BGFR). This is the first 
resuscitation thats been consid- 
ered a save. Defibrillation is a 
process in which an electronic 
device “helps reestablish normal 
contraction rythmns in a heart 
that is not functioning properly. It
